During 1971 the City of Hope voted on four bond issues under Arkansas Act 9 that totaled 


15,800,000 for new and existing industry. This, along with private and government loans, will 
create an estimated 1,290 industrial jobs by the end of 1972. 


The largest bond issue of $3.6 million was for Permaneer Corp. to expand its local wall board 


plant which will add 100employes to the payroll. Work is to start on the expansion early in 1972. 


The bond issue was overwhelmingly approved by Hope voters on November 9. On October 29, 


Permaneer formally announced plans to expand its Sierra Permaneer Furniture Division by 
building a new plant in Hope that will employ from 450 to 500 persons. Production in the 150,000 
square foot plant is scheduled for late 1972. The company will manufacture a complete line of 
bedroom furniture, bookcases and occasional tables. 


The second largest bond issue was for $1.5 million for Tennessee Forging Steel Co. to construct a 


new plant. The firm, which makes fabricated steel products for building, plans to start con- 
struction in January, 1972. It will initially employ 175 persons, many highly skilled. 


Early in 1970, a $450,000 bond issue was passed to allow Standard Generator Co. to expand its 


local plant, creating 100 more jobs. 


A $250,000 bond issue allowed Meyer's Brown N' Su /e Bakery here to expand, creating 50 ad- 


ditional jobs. 


Spears Carpet Mills, Inc., which will employ 175 persons, is now under construction. The firm, 


financed by a Small Business loan from the government and local banks, will manufacture all 
kinds of carpet. 


Hope Foods, Inc., a chicken processing plant, got under production in October, 1971 and is 


currently employing 85 persons. 


Corn Belt Feed Mill, a wholly owned subsidiary of Kroger Co., opens its huge mill in November 


and is now employing 40 persons. Kroger also has a chicken processing plant projected for the 
near future. 


Also in 1970, Howard's Discount Center completed its new building. Two other large stores 


Kroger Grocery and TG& Y have new buildings but will not move in until after January 
1972. 


With the opening of Interstate 30 through Hope many new stores and businesses are springing 


up. Negotiations are underway for at least two 100-unit motels and a large shopping complex near 
the 1-30 and Highways 4 and 29 interchanges. 


And an Urban Renewal project is about ready to get into full swing with the starting of phase 1. 


This project will eventually cost $3,065,185 in federal and local funds and will change the entire 
face of the downtown area. 


The construction business has boomed here, and permits approved by the City of Hope during 


the year totaled just under $2 million. Permits were granted for over 75 new homes during the 
year , and contractors and othtr developers are building houses like rnad ta receive the influx of 
new residents thaiuie uiuustriai progress is bound to bring.

SAIGON (AP) — The heavi- 


est American air attack on 
North Vietnam in more th,.- 
three years continued for the 
fourth day today with no letup 
in sight. 


U.S. diplomatic sources re- 


ported that the armada of 350 
planes and helicopters flew 
more than 500 attack strikes 
and hundreds more support 
missions in the first 3% days of 
the 
round-the-clock 
bombing 


that began Sunday. 


To keep the attack force at 


full strength, a scheduled port 
leave for the carrier Con- 
stellation was delayed and it 
continued to launch its planes 
from the Tonkin Gulf, along 
with the carrier Coral Sea. 


The Constellation and the 


Coral Sea are supplying about 
150 fighter-bombers to the force 
attacking North Vietnam. The 
rest of the aircraft come from 
bases in South Vietnam and 
Thailand. 


Radio Hanoi claimed that a 


seventh U.S. plane was shot 
down Tuesday, in Quang Binh 
Province just north of the de- 
militarized zone. It said nothing 
about the crew. Radio Hanoi 
reported 
earlier 
that 
five 


planes were shot down on Sun- 
day and a sixth on Monday. It 
said a number of the pilots 
were killed or captured. 


The U.S. Command refused 


to comment on the report of the

Hanoi's claims of seven planes 
downed or its report that the 
raiders had killed or wounded 
many civilians. The command 
said that for security reasons it 
would disclose no details of the 
operation until it was com- 
pleted.

WASHINGTON (AP) - It's 


been nearly two years since the 
government counted you, your 
neighbor and the guy down the 
street. But chances are your 
legislature still doesn't know 
how many live on your block. 


The census of April 1, 1970, 


was a one-day snapshot of the 
country. The picture still is 
being developed, and waiting 
for it are state and local gov- 
ernments under the gun to 
reapportion. 


The material that's sought is 


called "block data,"—literally 
a count of people who live on a 
given city block, arranged with 
neat little quick-glance maps. 
The Census Bureau is tabulat- 
ing 1,500,000 such blocks, a 
staggering task even with com- 
puters. 


Census data is a basic tool 


for redistricters. It provides the 
answer for the courts' demand 
that every person be represent- 
ed equally in city and county 
councils, in the state legislature 
and in the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


"People are paying attention 


to population data as never be- 
fore," said a key official at the 
Census Bureau. "When people 
did their redistricting after the 
1960 census, there was no rush 
because there were no legal 
mandates." 


Then 
came 
the 
Supreme 


Court's one-man, one-vote rul- 
ings of the 60s and "anybody is 
able to take a state legislature 
into federal court," he said. 
"People want to redistrict as 
fast as possible. A lot more 
people are knocking at our door 
and they want data earlier than 
the Census Bureau can give it 
to them." 


On the day of the census, the 


bureau set 180,000 people to 
counting noses. Preliminary 
data was released in the fall of 
1970. 
By February this year, 


each state had the figures for 
its part of the 250,000 "enume- 
ration districts" the bureau 
tabulates. 


"The 
Master 
Enumeration 


District list was available," the 
census official 
said. "Some 


states picked it up, some didn't. 
But a lot of older politicians, 
particularly 
the 
ones 
that 


worked on redistricting in the 
60s, were used to using block 
data. And some states could not 
use the MED list because it av- 
erages 800 people per district." 


The 
bureau 
began 
dis- 


tributing the block data last 
September and expects to have 
it all out by the end of January, 
depending on how fast the gov- 
ernment printing office works. 


"An awful lot of these block 


reports are down at the GPO," 
said the census bureau man.
